The new show of defiance to 
the withdrawing British-French 
force virtually duplicated the 
ambush of a patrol in almost 
the same spot Monday. One sol- 
dier was wounded slightly. The 
British arrested seven Egyp- 
tions and accused Egypt of vio- 
lating the cease-fire. 

The Egyptian government 
disclaimed any responsibility 
and said underground warfare 
was contrary to its policy. 

There was still no word on 
the fate of 20-year-old British 
Lt. Anthony Moorhouse, who 
was kidnaped at gunpoint by 
three Egyptians 48 hours ago. 

Lt. Gen. Sir Hugh Stockwell, 
commander: of the _ British- 
French task force, demanded 
that Egyptian civil authorities 
take responsibility for returp- 
ing the officer.

Conflicting proposals for re- 
organization of the Board of | 
Aldermen, the most controver- | 
sial and probably the most im- 


portant issue in connection with 
the drafting of the proposed 


new city charter, are scheduled | 


for a showdown vote in the 
Charter Board of Freeholders 
tomorrow. 

The major plans, calling for 


a reduction in the membership | 
of the aldermanic board and the | 


election of some aldermen on a 
city-wide basis, have split the 
charter freeholders into two op- 
posing groups. 

Complicating the efforts to 
set up a more effective and re- 
sponsive legislative body for 
the city are persistent demands 
by Negro leaders for assurance 
of adequate representation on a 
new Board of Alderman, and 
the mounting opposition to any 
change voiced by politicians 
and some incumbent aldermen 
who fear they will lose their 
jobs if the present 29-member 
board is dropped. 

Ratio Is At Issue. 


Most freeholders have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the 
charter board will finally ap- 
prove a proposal that will re- 
duce materially the number of 
aldermen and provide for the 
at-large election of some of 
them. The stumbling block that 
has divided the freeholders is 
the ratio between aldermen se- 


lected by ward districts and | 


those elected city-wide. 

One of the pending proposals, 
approved by the freeholders’ leg- 
islative and elections committee, 
suggests the so-called 14-4-1 
plan. It provides for election of 
14 aldermen by districts com- 
prising two yards each, and the 
at-large election of four mem- 
bers and the president of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The major alternative pro- 
posal is the 7-7-1 plan, under 
which seven aldermen would be 
selected by districts of four 
wards each, and seven others 
and the aldermanic board pres- 
ident would be elected at large. 

Motion for Retention. 

Also pending before the char- 
ter board is a motion by Free- 
holder William A. Webb, execu- 
tive secretary of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, that 
the present system of electing 
28 alderman by wards and the 
aldermanic president at large 
be retained in the new charter. 

Webb’s motion will be the 
first order of business at the 
charter board meeting tomor- 
row, and must be disposed of 
first. The consensus of the free- 
holders is that Webb’s proposal 
will have little support and 
will be promptly defeated. 

If this is done, the freehold- 
ers will then take up the 7-7-1 
proposal, as an alternative to 
the committee-approved 14-4-1 
plan. Should the 7-7-1 plan be 
rejected, it is believed that the 
14-4-1 plan probably will be ap- 
proved as an improvement over 
the much-criticized present al- 
dermanic organization. 

Support of Three. 


The 14-4-1 proposal has the 
strong support of Freeholders 
David M. Grant, Negro; John J. 
Nally and Major B. Einstein. 

The committee report recom- 
mending this plan, also includes 
a proposal for combining the 
city’s 28 wards into 14 “ward 
areas.” from each of which one 
alderman would be elected. An 
analysis of this districting ar- 
rangement shows that Negro 
representation on the alder- 
manic board could be substan- 
tially increased. 

There are four Negro mem- 
bers on the present 29-member 
Board of Aldermen. Under the 
committee-approved plan, three 
and probably four of the pro- 
posed 14 new aldermanic dis- 
tricts would have a majority of 
Negro voters. 

In no instance was a ward 
now represented by a Negro 
alderman combined with a ward 
represented by another Negro 
member.

J) Leading proponents of the 
7-7-1 plan are Dr. Ralph A. 
Kinsella and Mrs. Conrad Som- 
mer. Supporters of this pro- 


posal feel that it is a more de- 
sirable system because it pro- 
vides equal distribution on the 
Board of Aldermen of members 
elected by neighborhood dis- 
tricts and by the city voters as 
a whole. 

Major objective of this plan 
is to get away from the selec- 
tion of a majority of aldermen 
on a ward or lecal neighbor 
basis. This system, in the pres- 
ent aldermanic board, has led 
to the practice of “aldermanic 
courtesy,’ which has enabled a 
single alderman to block leg- 
islation benefiting the entire

Favored by Mayor. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, 
who .has battled the present 
Board of Aldermen on nu- 
merous occasions when “alder- 
manic courtesy” has __side- 
tracked his legislation, is be- 
lieved to favor the 7-7-1 plan.

Some Negro leaders and poli- 
ticians have been critical of the 
7-7-1 plan, contending it would 
not give an adequate guarantee 
of minority representation. Sup- 
porters of the proposal deny 
this, pointing out that seven 
aldermanic districts could be 
carved out of the 28 wards 
which would assure minority 
voice on the eldermanic board. 

Preparing Plan. 

This could be demonstrated 
by the present seven state sena- 
torial: districts, two of which 
have a majority of Negro voters. 

Proponents of the 7-7-1 plan, 
| however, are preparing a pro- 
' posed districting plan, based on 
latest available population fig- 
ures, to show that aldermanic 
districts could be established 
that would assure Negro citi- 
zens of adequate representation 
in the Board of Aldermen. 

A contention that no Negro 
‘could be elected on the slate of 
at-large aldermen also is re- 
futed by backers of this system. 
They point out that two Ne- 
groes were named to the Char- 
ter Board of Freeholders in a 
city-wide election. 

St. Louis Democratic and Re- 
publican politicians are closely 

following the freeholders’ ac- 
tion with mixed reactions. As a

Hungarian Bride of 44 Years Ago 
Turns Home Into Refugee Haven 


S:. Louis Weinsn Takes in 9 From Her)

“Forty- four years ago Mrs. Jo- 

h M. Froehlich came to St. 
Boiuis from Hungary as an 18- 

r-old bride. Today, Mrs. 
froehlich has turned her home 
at 3436 Crittenden street into a 
haven for Hungarian refugees, 
expanding a practice of years 
atanding of befriending stran- 
gérs from far-off lands. 

With her husband, a baker. 
Who wed her upon her arrival 
in St. Louis, she is currently 
sheltering nine recent refugees, 
including two women. She is 
teaching them English and has 
found jobs for them. The ref- 
wgees have found a sanctuary 
ffom recent harsh experiences. 


During the vears, Mrs. Froeh- 
lich estimated, she has found 
jobs for more than 30 refu- 
gees including Germans, Poles, 
Dutch and a Yugoslavian. The 
category of jobs range from 
selling in a department store 
to cooking at a leading hotel. 
Some Hungarians have been 
Placed in factories; one is a 
Painter, another works in a 
Daby carriage plant. 

Mrs. Froehlich, who is reluct- 
ant to speak of her. benefi- 
cience, said that “word had 
spread’ ‘of her activities and 
many refugees were directed to 
her home. Some have been re- 
ferred to her through her 
church, St. Stephen of Hungary. 
All have found a welcome. 
*Never has she forgotten, Mrs. 
Froehlich told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, her feeling in coming 
@s a stranger to a _ strange 
_Ever since, she has 


‘tried to make others feel at 


home. 

She recalled that she came 
to the United States in 1912 
aboard the Carpathia, on the 
first trip since that ship res- 
cued survivors of the ill-fated 
Titanic. Her prospective hus- 
band, who had emigrated from 
Hungary five years previously, 
met her at Union Station, rec- 
ognizing her by her picture. 

Plans for a Christmas eve 
party were under way at the 
Froehlich home today. Asked 
what had impressed her the 
most a@bout those she has aided, 
Mrs. Froehlich replied: 

“The look in their eyes when 
the door is opened and they 
realize they have found a home 
—3000 miles away from the 
past.”

Karsten Considering Asking 
Congress to Appropriate 
| $20,500,000.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—Rep- 
resentative Frank M. Karsten 
said today he is considering in- | 
troduction of legislation in Con- 
gres§ to provide $20,500.000 in 
fede! funds for direct financ- | 
ing ef the proposed new federal! 
office building and records cen- | 
ter at St. Louis. 

The St. Louis Democrat said 
that -the two projects were | 


among 97 approved under the 
Lease-Purchase Act of 1954, but | 
so far‘only one project actually | 
has been started. This is a/| 
$2,000,000 post office and court 
house at Rock Island, III. | 
Under the Lease - Purchase 


Act, the public buildings are | 


constructed by private firms 
and leased back to the Govern- 


ment with provisions for pur- | 


chasé.at the end of the least | 
period. 

Karsten said he had been in- 
formd by Frank Looman. acting 
commissioner of buildings in the 
General Services Administra- | 
tion, that the tight money’ 
market is a factor in the delay 
of the program. 

Under the act, interest 
charges may not exceed 4 per 
cent, and investors are shying 
away from loans for the proj- 
ects at that rate. He cited the 
recent authorization for FHA 
loans which permits 5 per cent 
interest on residential construc- 
tion loans. 

Previously, Karsten said, he 
had obtained a report from the 
comptroller general's office 
which indicated that the ac- 
quisition of the new buildings 
could be most economically 
handled through direct federal 
appropriation, because of inter- 
est charges, taxes, commissions 
and other costs involved in pri- 
vate financing. | 

Karsten said he advocated | 
that lease-purchase contracts | 
include an escape clause en-| 
abling- the Government to pay 
for .Jdease-purchase buildings 
befaf& the end of the 25-year | 
leasé“period, which could save | 
millions of dollars in interest 
charges. But, he said, the GSA 
apparently frowns on such a 
clause as another barrier to 
obtaining sufficient private cap-

PREHISTORIC INDIAN SITES 
UNCOVERED IN ARIZONA 


CHICAGO, Dec. 13 (UP)— 
More than 100 archaeological 
sites, former habitation of pre- 
historic American Indians who 
ived as far back as 2000 to 5000 
years ago, were uncovered this 
part summer in Arizona. 

Dr. Paul S. Martin, chief 
eurator of anthropology of the 
Chicago Natural History Mu- 
seum., led the expedition to the 
Southwest. 

“It was a profitable season,” 
Dr. Martin said, “and has given 
us clues for excavations in fu- 
ture years which should open 
the way to many new discov- 
eries about! the early tribes of 
the Southwest.” 

The 1956 expedition was 
limited to surface sampling to 
obtain as wide a variety of pe- 
riod representations as possible 
for wse as guides in excavations 
planned for the next few years.

NEW DELHI, Dec. 13 ‘(AP)— 
Prime Minister Nehru said to- 
day Indian diplomats who re- 
cently visited Hungary reported 
that about 25,000 Hungarians 
were killed 


This was the first estimate of 
Russian casualties in the Soviet 
tank and troop action to crush 
the Hungarian rebellion against 
Communism. Previous unoffi- 
cial estimates of Hungarian 
killed have ranged between 20,- 
000 and 50,000. 


Menon, ambassador to Moscow 
and Budapest, reported to him 
that what happened was a “‘rev- 
olution and a national one.” He 
added that Russian intervention 
“was not justified.” 

The Prime Minister said that 
the way to bring “real peace and 
stability” in the world is by the 
withdrawal of ‘all foreign 
forces from every country—in 
Europe particularly.” 

Rejected by West. 

This is a standard Soviet con- 
tention. The West has rejected 
it steadily, claiming that with- 
drawal by the United States 
across the Atlantic would leave 
wesern Europe exposed to Com- 
munist aggression from vast So- 
viet armies which would only 
have to pull back to Russia's 
western border. 

“The German problem would 
be nearer solution if foreign 
forces on both sides were. re- 
moved,” Nehru said.

These sales were in line with 
the recently signed policies to 
sell corn at export at market 
prices. 

There was not much new in 
wheat. Reports from the coun- 
try said offerings of cash wheat 
had dried up, but that elevators 
expected an increase in offer- 
ings with any upturn in wheat 
future prices.

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 13— 
Protestant church leaders have 
called on the National Council 
of the Churches of Christ in 
the U.S.A. to send a delegation 
of American churchmen to 
Communist China. 

The request was included in 
a series of recommendations 
presented yesterday at the final 
session of a three-day joint 
assembly of the Divisions of 
Home Missions and Christian 
Life and Work of the National 
Council. All of the recommen- 
dations were referred to appro- 
priate departments of the coun- 


cil for implementation. 
Details regarding the delega- 
tion, such as itinerary, time, 


personnel and travel permis- | 


sion, presumably will be han- | 
died tirough the council's 
250-member general board, 
scheduled to meet next in Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., on Feb. 27. The 
National Council represents 30 
major Protestant and Eastern 
Orthodox church bodies. It has 
two other divisions, Foreign 
Missions and Christian Educa- 
tion. 

The proposal to send Ameri- 
can churchmen to China was 
first broached on Monday in an 
address by the Rev. Dr. John A. 
Mackay, president of Princeton 
Theological Seminary. 

Dr. Mackay reminded the 
church leaders that contact had 
recently been made with 
churches in Russia, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and Ro- : 
mania. It is “absolutely imper- 
ative,” he said, that face-to-face 
consultation With churchmen in 
Red China be arranged. 

The recommendation embrac- 
ing Dr. Mackay’s proposal de- 
clared, “The present impact of 
world affairs has revealed the 
remarkable significance of di- 
rect links of fellowship and 
sharing between Christians 
across national, cultural, con- 
fessional, racial and political 
barriers.” 

“We urge upon the churches,” | 
the recommendation said, “the 
deepening and expanding of 
these specific manifestations of 
our oneness in God through re- 
sponsible exchanges of persons, 
literature, messages of greeting 
and study, through inter-church 
aid, refugee programs, ecumeni- 
cal conversations and prayer. 

“We suggest, particularly now, 
that the National Council of 
Churches undertake to re-estab- 
lish direct lines of contact be- 
tween the churches in America 
and the churches in China.”

I feel, however, that your com- 
ments beg much of the real issue. 
You mention as one of the steps to 
be taken by our suburbs the reduc- 
tion of stop signs. While this would 
be a most progressive step, I wonder 
what it would accomplish? Most of 
the rush hour traffic congestion con- 
sists of cars trying to get out of or 
into St. Louis. A high percentage 
of their drivers live in suburban 
towns like Maplewood, Webster 
Groves, Clayton and University City. 

When these cars finally get past 
the interminable, frustrating array 
of stop signs they encounter all 
through St. Louis they are almost 
home and a few more in the smaller 
communities. don’t really bother 
them too much.

These are the 13 Freeholders who will decide 
Friday on the kind of legislative body they will 
offer St. Louisans in the new City Charter. 
Three proposals are before them. 

The first, the 28-1 plan’ would continue the 
existing system of electing 28 Aldermen by 
wards, and the Board President from the city 
at large. In our opinion it ought io be defeated. 
Since all but one of the Aldermen under this 
plan are elected by and solely responsible to 
small segments of the city, petty neighborhood 
pressures are magnified to the detriment of 
the whole community. 

This is the rule, not the exception, when the 
Aldermen agree to permit each other complete 
control over legislation affecting their own 
wards. They call it “aldermanic courtesy.” In 
practice, therefore, the 28-1 plan sets up 28 
powerful neighborhood chiefs. Many of them 
are responsive only to their party committeeman. 

Is it any wonder, then, that many city neigh- 
borhoods have been destroyed by spot zoning, 
that hundreds of motorists are inconvenienced 
by foolish traffic rules passed in “courtesy” to 
an Alderman doing a favor for a neighborhood 
special interest? The 28-1 plan provides only 
one lonely voice for the city-wide point of view. 
It provides 28 voices for government by favor 
and worse. St. Louis has seen what it has done 
to the city and it wants a change. 

The second plan, 14-4-1, is essentially the same. 
The voice of the neighborhood favor seeker is 
predominant. Under it 14 Aldermen would be 
elected by wards, four from the city at large 
and the Board President at large. It is pro- 
moted in large measure by those who assert it 
would benefit the city’s Negro community, al- 
though it is hard to see how. That it would 
benefit the city’s Negro politicians, as well as 
their white colleagues, is undeniable. But not 
the people. 

The third aldermanic plan, 7-7-1, seems to us 
to be clearly the best. The*essential distinction 
between it and the others is that half of the 
Aldermen plus the Board President are elected 
by the city at large. Therefore they are re- 
sponsible to the entire community. Mayor Tucker 
is believed to favor it. 

This surely would result in a progressive 
approach to the anti-discrimination bills. As 
we noted the other day, we believe they would 
have been passed in a 7-7-1 board by as much 
as 10 to 5. For no alderman elected at large 
would have the nerve to ignore the rightful 
aspirations of a minority which could vote -him 
out of office at the next election. 

But the 7-7-1 plan also ought to protect small 
home owners in the West End, on the South 
Side and other parts of the city from the con- 
stant fear of neighborhood-destroying spot zon- 
ing which ruins economic values built up 
only after long years of effort. It might even 
lead to an end of stop-signitis with which the 
city is plagued. Certainly the good of the whole 
city would come first. 

The 7-7-1 plan is fair to everyone. It protects 
the community as a whole and gives voice to 
neighborhood interests. It ought to be adopted. 
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Corn Plan Plowed Under 

The difference of opinion between Secretary 
Benson and the farmers who defeated his new 
corn program is large but simple. While the 
Secretary of Agriculture is primarily interested 
in bringing crop surpluses under control, farm- 
ers are primarily interested in making the best 
living they can from farming. 

Mr. Benson had tried to make his plan at- 
tractive by offering corn growers a larger “base 
acreage” than their old allotment, and by 
offering extra sdéil bank payments to partic- 
ipants. But the big difference between his plan 
and the old one which now stays in effect was 
that under the old plan Mr. Benson was re- 
quired to support corn prices at no legs than 
75 per cent of parity. Evidently corn growers 
did not care to give Mr. Benson a free hand to 
drop the support price below that level, as the 
proposed plan would have permitted. 

In recent years about half of the corn grow- 
ers have stayed out of the allotment plan and 
planted as much corn as they wished. Many 
will probably continue to stay out, on the theory 
that corn prices will stay close to the support 
level in any case. Evidently they prefer a firm 
price floor, even a fairly low one, to drastic 
cuts in acreage coupled with flexible price sup- 
ports at the discretion of Mr. Benson. 

Obviously this is not a very good solution for 
anybody. Congress will be under pressure to 
devise more satisfactory alternatives.

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Somebody With Influence 


The Post-Dispatch, in an exclusive article by 
Marquis W. Childs from Washington, told yes- 
terday how President Eisenhower, in the midst 
of the Suez crisis last month, invited France 
and Britain to join the United States in a top- 
level conference and then hurriedly canceled 
the meeting. 

Mr. Childs reported that while some of the 
pieces of the puzzle are still missing enough is 
reliably known for the essential facts to be dis- 
closed to the public. Two days after Britain and 
France agreed to a cease-fire in Egypt, Nov. 6, 
President Eisenhower telephoned personally to 
Prime Minister Eden in London. Sir Anthony 
was eager to come to the United States for a 
conference to prop up the alliance and the Presi- 
dent told him, according to Mr. Childs’s informa- 
tion—‘“‘to come on tonight by air.” 

As soon as he agreed to fly to Washington, 
the Prime Minister telephoned Premier Mollet 
of France to say that Mr. Eisenhower wanted 
him, too, and that Sir Anthony Eden was pass- 
ing along the invitation. Less than three hours 
later, the British Prime Minister was back on 
the telephone to the French Premier. The sense 
of his message now was that President Eisen- 
hower had called off the conference and that 
neither Eden nor Mollet would be going. 

This was a blow to both of the responsible 
leaders of our European allies. Mr. Childs goes 
so far as to say that the withdrawal under the 
circumstances “was bound to open the way for 


the swift. deterioration in the British and French: 


position—economically and every other way.” 
That President Elsenhower should have jn- 
vited Eden and Mollet for a conference in Wash- 
ington is not surprising. The real question is: 
Who in the Administration persuaded him so 
quickly to cRange his mind? Since Secretary 
Dulles was still hospitalized after his operation 
for cancer, the stimulus for the sudden switch 
must have come from one or more persons in 


the Administration. Who were they? It would 
be interesting to know who could so quickly in- 
fluence Dwight D. Eisenhower in an important 
matter on which he had so definitely committed 
himself, his word and his prestige. 
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The U.N. Door Opens for Japan 

The opening of the United Nations’ door to 
Japan as a member is a major step toward mak- 
ing the U.N. what it ought to be—a universal 
organization. While Japan is not yet admitted, 
its unanimous acceptance by the 1l-nation Se- 
curity Council is regarded by nearly all the dele- 
gates as a forerunner of ratification next Tues- 
day by the General Assembly. A two-thirds vote 
is all that is required. 

Four times since 1952, Soviet Russia, as a 
member of the Security Council, has blocked 
Japan's entry. United States Ambassador Lodge 
has frequently denounced Moscow for “black- 
mail” as a result of its poorly concealed strategy 
based on promises to waive the veto on mem- 
bership applicants for a certain price. Last year, 
for instance, Moscow insisted that the Mon- 
golian People’s Republic, regarded by many 
nations as a Moscow province, must be admitted 
if Japan were to be admitted. 

The fact that Moscaw did not bar the door to 
Japan this time appears to be due to the peace 
parley held by Russian and Japanese diplomats 
during the past several months. Although no 
formal treaty was signed the “declarations” that 
were made contained Moscow’s assurances that 
it would not use the veto against Japan in the 
Security Council this time. It remains to be 
seen just what Russia obtained from Japan in 
return for’ this promise. 

Japan, as a member of the U.N. and as a once 
great power which still occupies a highly stra- 
tegic position in the Far East, should now be 
able to demonstrate her good faith and her 
willingness to abide by the U.N. platform. 
Neither the United States alone, nor any combi- 
nation of other Western allies, can stop Commu- 
nist expansion in Asia. With Japan, the United 
States and the U.N. can do much toward achiev- 
ing the ultimate attainment of Asian stability. 

At the same time, Japan, still enfeebled by 
World War II and the loss of overseas posses- 
sions, definitely lacks the sources of power that 
made it a world threat in the 1920s and ‘30s. 
There is sound reason to hope that this inde- 
pendent Japan, in close association with the 
present world powers, will be a vastly different 
nation from the one that the war lords used to 
such disastrous ends. 
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From Mario to Mr. X 

Remember Murray Chotiner? The former cam- 
paign manager for Vice President Nixon was 
shelved as a Republican campaign adviser after 
his legal work for clients in Washington raised 
questions of political influence. But the Chotiner 
mystery, or mysteries, are growing. 

A tax consultant told Senate investigators that 
Mr. Chotiner’s success in getting an $18,000 
tax reduction for one Frank Rivera, California 
rancher, was ‘“‘the most mysterious experience in 
my 28 years in the field.” The consultant firm 
had worked hard on the case, won substantial 
deductions, and considered the case closed. 4 

Then, as Mr. Rivera subsequently related, a 
man named “Mario” referred him to Mr. Choti- 
ner, who got a further tax reduction. And now 
it turns out that “Mario” is Mario Mazzota, a 
Los Angeles furniture dealer, who not only 
brought Chotiner into the case but personally 
delivered to him a $1500 cash fee. Yet now that 
“Mario” has been identified, there is a further 
question about a “Mr. X,” named by Mr. Maz- 
zota as the lawyer who recommended Chotiner. 

From Mario to Mr. X to .. .? The Chotiner 
trail may seem obscure, but nobody could say 
that Murray Chotiner has been left in obscurity. 
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Needed More Than Ever 

One of our readers asks whether our editorial 
last Sunday, “Engineers, But Not Only Engi- 
neers,” is to be taken as an indication that the 
need for training more technicians, engineers 
and scientists in yniversities and colleges has 
tapered off. The answer is a resounding No. 

The editorial in question should be read as 
meaning no more than that there are many de- 
mands on the educational world. There is a 
shortage of school teachers, for example. This 
does not mean that our society would be well 
served by taking so many students into teacher 
training that there would be none to study 
nursing. Similarly it would be a mistake if so 
many students enrolled in the law schools that 
only an inadequate few were available for en- 
gineering—or vice versa. 

How great is the demand in technical fields 
was indicated when Dr. Elmer Ellis, president 
of the University of Missouri, said recently: 


The national and state need for more 
engineers makes it highly desirable that 
students in colleges other than engineering 
colleges be given every opportunity to se- 
lect engineering as a field of specialization. 
Pointing to the need for careful planning of 

pre-engineering courses, the head of the State 
University continued: 

The demand for engineering training on 
the part of students and on the part of 
industry is overtaxing the facilities of the 
engineering schools. It is essential that 
pre-engineering courses be available in 
non-engineering colleges and that such 
courses dovetail properly into the students’ 
programs when they transfer to regular col- 
leges of engineering. 


Engineers need a liberal arts grounding just 
as do physicians and lawyers. The wise balance 
between general studies and professional train- 
ing is the concern of responsible educators 
everywhere. This adjustment is the more 
urgent as the demand for scientists and engi- 
neers grows. Currently to spur interest in scien- 
tific study, a publication, Age of Science, has 
been issued at Yale to recruit young scientists 
for college training. The United States cannot 
afford to fall behind any other country in the 
training of an adequate supply of scientists and 
engineers. They are as much a part of our 
defense as soldiers, sailors and pilots. 


To Condemn: 55 to 8 

For the first time the United Nations has 
turned strong moral judgment against a mem- 
ber great power for the use of armed force 
against the freedom of another nation. 

By a vote of 55 to 8, the General Assembly 
accused Soviet RuSsia of violating the political 
independence of Hungary, of depriving Hun- 
garians of their fundamental rights and of violat- 
ing the United Nations Charter in the process. 
For the third "time, the Assembly called on 
Russia to withdraw from Hungary. 

Insofar as there was disagreement in the 
non-Cammunist world, it was represented by 
India's desire to avoid moral judgment in favor 
of diplomatic efforts to get Russia out of Hun- 
gary. Indian leaders had made plain their dis- 
illusionment with Moscow's brutal policy. Hence 
India’s abstention represented disapproval of 
tactics rather than of principle.

Administration effort to curb inflation has disturbing side 
effects, writer says; bond market ‘demoralized, home buying 
discouraged; small business hit, but. not big firms, while banks 
get ‘windfall’; joint congressional committe is investigating.

John and Mary Jones bought their 
little daughter, Susie, a $1000 ten-year 
Series E savings bond a few years ago. 
They paid $750 for it and in 10 years 
it will be worth $1000, which works out 
at 3 per cent ayear. If they sell it in 
the first few months they won't get any 
interest at all. To get the full 3 per 
cent they must wait 10 long years. 

But today the United States Treasury 
is selling so-called 90-day bills to banks 
and corporations for an interest rate of 
3.04 per cent—one 
of the highest rates 
in history. The 
corporations don't 
have to wait. They 
get a higher inter- 
est rate than the 
Joneses do after 10 


years. If the 
Joneses sell the 
bond in 90 days, 


they get no inter- 
est—a bank or cor- 
poration gets over 


3 per cent, 
This ‘is one of \ 
many anomalies of Elliott V. Bell 
the Government's 
current “hard money” policy. The pol- 


icy is causing increased controversy 
and concern. Its laudable purpose is 
to curb inflation. But it is having dis- 
turbing side effects. 


U.S. Bonds Below Par 


It is injuring small business while 
giving a windfall to banks. It is making 
it hard for the little man to get a loan 
while, says Elliott V. Bell, editor of 
Business Week, “the industrial giants 
have no difficulty financing their ex- 
pansion plans.” 

It has demoratized the bond market. 
United States Government bonds—the 
safest securities of the richest nation in 
the world—are selling away below par. 

It has put a serious crimp in the 
mortgage money market. Builders are 
anxious because home buyers «an’t af- 
ford to buy homes.. 

It has sent up the bankruptcy rate— 
particularly small and middle-size bus- 
iness. 

One of the most spectacular features 
is the cost added to carrying America’s 
national debt. The debt is around 275 
billion dollars. The interest bill to the 
taxpayers was at a rate of $6,400,000,000 
a year in mid-1955; now it is $7,200,- 
000,000. It will be close to one billion 
dollars higher by year end. That means 
six dollars more in taxes for every man, 
woman and child in the United States. 

That’s not all. The little city of 
Middletown just voted for a new high 
school, a new sewer system and a new 
hospital. But wait till the city manager 
finds out what the new interest rate 
on municipal borrowings is—most like- 
ly he will say, “We can’t go ahead.” 


Andy Smith and ‘The Rainy Day’ 


In November's election, cities and 
states of America voted two billion 
dollars’ worth of new projects, in most 
cases badly needed for outgrown cities. 
But the interest rate will check this 
construction or make it exorbitant. 

The last Congress voted a. multi- 
billion highway program. The cost of 
borrowing money if it goes on up will 
throw all price estimates out of kilter. 

Let’s go back to specific cases. 

The patriotic Smith family bought 
five $1000 242 per cent Victory bonds 
some years back. They were proud of 
them. “That's one investment that’s as 
safe as Gibraltar,” Andy Smith said. 
Well, the proverbial rainy day has come 
to the Smith family and they have to 
cash their bonds. Andy can’t believe 
what the bank tells him. His bond is 
selling for only $892.90; on the five he 
takes a loss of $535.50. That is more 
than 10 per cent on the $5000 face 
valuation. 

“Why?” asks Andy. “Why?” | 

The banker says something about the 


Federal Reserve Board not “support- 
ing” the Government bond market any 
more. Seems it used to do that, but it 
“asserted its independence” in 1951. 

Take the case of the Robinson fam- 
ily that finally got together’ the 
$10,000 down payment for a home. The 
Robinsons expected to put that down, 
take a $15,000 mortgage and get a little 
place in the suburbs. They had heard 
about “hard money” and expected to 
pay a bit more, maybe 5 per cent. 

But the banker said “no.” The bank 
is all tied up with those Government 
bonds that are below par. To make a 
loan to the Robinsons the bank must 
sell some bonds. Mr. Robinson found he 
could get a mortgage at 6 per cent plus 
a concealed discount. 


An Example in IOL's. 


Statistics show that a lot of Robinsons 
are foregoing homes. It begins to trou- 
ble the real estate business. 

Here is another example, this one 
from high finance. 

The United States Treasury just had 
a batch of IOU’s come due—nine billion 
dollars at 258 per cent interest. The 
Treasury refinanced them—that is, took 
these IOU’s back and issued another 
batch of IOU’s. But to market this new 
batch it had to pay 3% per cent inter- 
est. Its notes are now in competition in 
the big current credit scramble. This one 
hike in interest rate will cost the tax- 
payers about $50,000,000 a year. 

This sounds big, but consider this 
additional fact—there are 75 billon dol- 
lars’ worth of-Government notes falling 
due for refunding (billions, not mil- 
lions) in the next 12 months! 


When the Administration took over, 
its Treasury officials spoke sarcastically 
of the Truman reliance on short-term 
borrowings. It is the irony of the pres- 
ent squeeze that more and more of the 
Government debt is now being refi- 
nanced on a costly short-term basis. 

Somebody benefits by high interest 
rates. Who is it? 


It is no part of the Administration's 
“hard money” plan, but the inevitable 
beneficiaries are the banks. 


One of Best Years for Banks 


The average of all industrial stocks 
stood at 488 last Jan. 1 and is down to 
472 today, but in contrast to this the 
stock prices of banks have been going 
up. When the full year’s records are 
in they will prove to be one of the most 
prosperous for the banking profession. 

No doubt inflation is a danger. But 
more and more voices are asking wheth- 
er almost total reliance on “hard mon- 
ey” (credit restriction) is the right 
answer. ‘There is talk of direct con- 
trols oyer installment credit, and even 
over wages and prices. 

Dr. Arthur F. Burns, the Adminis- 
tration’s chief economist, is leaving 
Washington. He denies that it has any- 
thing to do with the credit squeeze, 
although it is known he thinks some 
steps should be taken to ameliorate the 
harsh situation. : 

Elliott V. Bell, previously quoted, was 
economic adviser to Thomas E. Dewey. 
Oct. 22, he said on hard money: “Small 
business is directly hit... but the big 
corporation is not affected at all.” 

Prof. Sumner H. Slichter of Harvard 
Nov. 8 observed: 


“In this imperfect world we are 
often compelled to choose between 
evils, and if the choice is between 
enough unemployment to halt the rise 
in labor costs, direct controls of wages 
and prices, and creeping inflation, let 
us by all means have the creeping in- 
ae: It is the least of the three 
evils.”

Between Book Ends 


Good Reading for the Young 


Adventure, biography, fact and fancy 
are dealt with this year in an increas- 
ingly large number of series and sets of 
children’s books for tots to teen-agers. 


Biographical accounts of President 
Eisenhower and the late President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt which have 
been added to the Signature Books 
(Grosset and Dunlap, $1.50 each) will 
stir the interest of a larger circle than 
the eight to 12-year-olds for whom they 
are des.gnated. 


In “The Story of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt,” Lorena A. Hickock, a skilled 
journalist who has been a friend of the 
Roosevelt family since 1933, gives a 
sound appraisal of F.D.R., the forces 
that resulted in the well-disciplined boy 
of affluence growing up to understand 
the needs of people less fortunate than 
himself, and to do something about 
them. Advantages of culture, wealth, 
training and heritage combine to 
produce the man who became Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy, Governor of 
New York, and finally the President to 
guide United States through depression 
and war. 

« . * 

“The Story of Dwight D. Eisenhower” 
by Arthur J. Beckland traces the at- 
tributes of a wholesome boyhood in a 
family of high ideals which finally cul- 
minate in Eisenhower’s accomplish- 
ments in World War II and his land- 
slide in the 1952 Presidential election. 
On the latter occasion, President Eisen- 
hower’s remark “The real job is just 
beginning,” is significant in the light 
of the difficult problems confronting 
him today. 


Since children identify themselves 
with characters about whom they read, 
choice of subject is important, Among 
new World Landmark Books (Random 
House, $1.95 each) is “Martin Luther” 
by Harry Emerson Fosdick, one of the 
best known Protestant clergymen. The 
sincerity and courage of Martin Luther, 
who has influenced the Western world 
for four centuries, may inspire like 
qualities in the reader. Characterization 
is excellent; the style smooth; journal 
and index add to the value of.the well 
written biography. 

It is hard to reconcile the violence of 
his years of revolt with his authorship 
of the gentle Christmas hymn begin- 
ning: 

“Away in a manger 
No crib for a bed, 
The little Lord Jesus 
Lay down His sweet head."

In addition to 1956 World Landmark 
Books we have a group of Landmark 
Books which deal distinctly with Ameri- 
can history. Included are subjects on 
the French and Indian War, D-Day, 
Ethan Allen, Sequoya, who was a Chero- 
kee Indian leader, West Point, P. T. 
Barnum, the early days of the automo- 
bile, and witchcraft, in addition to the 
Magna Carta, Leonardo da Vinci, Bal- 
boa, and the Hudson's Bay Company. 

Since baseness, cruelty and poorly 
restrained emotion are out of place in 
juvenile books, one of the books al- 
luded to above, “The Witchcraft of Sa- 
lem Village,” by Shirley Jackson, has 
little to recommend it. Worthiness of 
subject needs to be scrutinized closely 
in selecting from sets of books.

Well, science did. 
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Dumpling Is a Work of Art in Europe 


There Are Many Types for Different Dishes, and All Are Tasty 


By Hoyt Alden 


O MOST Americans a dump- 

ling is just about what the 

dictionary calls it-- a small 
light mass of baking powder 
biscuit dough. But to Europeans, 
especially the people of Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia, the term dump- 
ling covers a multitude of dif- 
ferent types, and each is a work 
of art. In fact, the coat of arms 
of most middle Europeans 
should include dumplings ram- 
pant. There are big dumplings, 
little dumplings, plain dump- 
lings and fancy dumplings. 
There are different dumplings 
to go with different dishes, and 
the dumpling isn’t, as it is so 
often in this country, a sort of 
afterthought. 

Take, for instance, the bread 


dumplings of Austria, which can 
be cooked in boiling water, or 
right in the soup. 


Start with enough slices of 
three-day-old bread to make ex- 
actly 13 ounces. Dice the bread 
and fry it in a third of a cup 
of fat along with two teaspoons 
of chopped onion and a tea- 
spoon of chopped parsley. 

Fry the bread until it’s brown. 
Beat a couple of eggs with two 
and a half cups of milk and a 
half teaspoon of salt. Pour the 
milk over the bread. Cover it 
and let it stand for about an 
hour, when it should be soft. 
Mix in 10 tablespoons of flour, 
lightly, and then shape the 
dumplings into balls. If you 
want to cook them in water to 
be served separately, make 
them a couple of inches or more 
in diameter. If you want to cook 
them right in the soup, make 
them about half that size. 

In water, cook them until 
they float, which will be 10 or 
15 minutes, and then cook them 
five minutes longer.

E GET the name goulash 

from the Austrian word, 

gulyas. It isn’t, as most 
people think, an ordinary stew. 
It’s a very distinctive dish, 
usually served with dumplings, 
and if we're going to learn 
about the dumplings, we'd bet- 
ter learn how to make the gou- 
lash first. 

Cut a pound and a half of 
veal into two-inch cubes and 
roll them in salt. Fry a cup of

chopped onions slowly in a 
third of a cup of fat, until 
they’re golden brown. Season 
them with a teaspoon and a 


half of paprika, a teaspoon of 
dried marjoram, a half tea- 
spoon of salt, and a teaspoon 
of caraway seeds. Then fry 
the meat fast in this mixture 
until it’s browned on all sides. 
Add five teaspoons of vinegar 
and a cup and a half of water. 
Cover it tightly and let it cook, 
gradually adding more water as 
it cooks away. Total water, 
however, shouldn’t exceed five 
and a half cups. When the 
meat is tender, brown four 
tablespoons of flour with some 
of the fat and then stir water 
in to make a smooth paste. Add 


this to the gravy, let it cook a 
little longer. 

Now for the dumplings. 
Cream three tablespoons of 
butter and stir in three well- 
beaten eggs and a teaspoon and 
a half of salt. Gradually add 
three fourths of a cup of flour 
and three fourths of a cup of 
milk. Add the liquid slowly, 
and don't make the dough too 
soft or too stiff. Vary your 
flour or milk as necessary. 
Make a trial dumpling to see 
if you have the right consist- 
ency. Make them by dipping a 
dessert spoon in hot water, cut- 
ting off a spoonful and cooking 
it for about five minutes in 
plenty of slightly salted boiling 
water. They should be light 
but well done, and when they

It is a sad service to a child 
to coax him to eat his good 
food for “Mother,” “for Grand- 
mother,” or for a _ chocolate 
which will come afterward. He 
eats for his own sake and, if 
nobody tells him to do so for 
someone else’s sake, he will not 
delay—unless he is ill, and we 
are not talking about sick ones, 
just the spoiled ones.

“BUT HE WON’T EAT for 
me,” a distressed mother says. 
Of course not. He will not eat 
for anybody. He cannot eat for 
anybody but himself and when 
he is persuaded that eating his 
meal is a favor to his plead- 
ing mother, he enjoys a feel- 
ing of mastery. It is seldom 
he can enjoy that feeling and, 
given this grand opportunity, 
he makes the most of it. 


Bribing him is the wrong 
road to take. If he is well, he 
will eat when he is hungry. 
Even healthy children are not 
always hungry at mealtime. Ac- 
cept what he says without argu- 
ment, persuasion or bribery so 
that he learns his eating or not 
eating is his personal concern. 
That puts the whole matter on 
its proper footing; it is the 
child’s own responsibility.

THE ATTITUDES of adults 
at mealtime can have a great 
deal to do with the way chil- 
dren act. If a child hesitates 
about eating a new food, or 
one prepared in a new way, 
and Father says, “This is really 
delicious.

Place the balls 
side by side in the skillet and 
put on a tight cover. Cook them 
over a medium heat until there 
is no more steam and the fat 
crackles. The dumplings will 
raise considerably and will have 
golden brown crust. The Ger- 
mans usually serve them with 
stewed fruit placed around the 
dumplings, with a little of the 
fruit juice poured over them.

NE of the popular dump- 
() tings in Czechoslovakia is a 
fruit filled dumpling, a 
variation of their famous 
knedliky. 

Cream two tablespoons of 
butter with two tablespoons of 
sugar and add two slightly 
beaten eggs, stirring hard. Add 
two cups of cottage cheese 
which has been put through a 
sieve, and three cups of flour. 
Stir it well and gradually add 
enough milk to make a soft 
dough. Roll it out and cut it 
in squares about an inch and 
three-quarters. Into each square 
but a seeded blue plum, or an 
apricot or some diced apple. 
Pinch the corners together and 
then roll them into a ball. Boil 
them in a large pot full of fast 
boiling water with a little salt 
in it for eight to 10 minutes. 

They will sink to the bottom 
then come to the top,-and they 
have to be on top quite a while 
before they are done. 

They can be served as they 
are to accompany meat or poul- 
try dishes.

Inadequate Water Pressure 


E CAN name you a good 
W many homes where there 
just isn’t enough water for 
all the plumbing fixtures. If 
you are taking a shower up- 
stairs and someone opens a 
kitchen sink faucet, you just 
stand and shiver under a dry 
shower head until the kitchen 
tap is turned off. This can be 
a pretty sorry way to start off 
the day. 
Inadequate water pressure 
inside the home can be caused 
by several factors. Sometimes 


it’s because of inadequate pres- 


sure in the city mains and: 


sometimes it’s because the line 
from the mains to your home 
is not large enough. But in 
most cases the fault is inside 
rather than outside the house. 
In some instances the trouble 
is due to pipes that are too 
small. In other instances it’s 
because the pipes have been 
partially clogged on the inside 
with rust or minerals. 

In both cases the most effec- 
tive cure is to replace the un- 
dersize or clogged pipes. This 
can be done with moderate ease 
with copper tubing which can 
be fed up through the walls 
thus saving on labor and also

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making it unnecessary to rip 
out sections of walls and floors. 
The old rigid pipes are just left 
in place after they have been 
disconnected from the system. 
There doesn’t seem to be any 
practical way to remove the 
rust and corrosion from inside 
the pipes that is reducing the 
flow of water. It is possible, 
however, to improve conditions 
by replacing the elbows and 
similar fittings. The speed of 
water is reduced slightly when 
it has to flow through an elbow 
and this gives it more time to 
cause corrosion or deposit min- 
erals. That means that the fit- 
tings tend to clog faster than 
the straight runs of pipes so if 
you replace the fittings, the in- 
side water pressure should im- 
prove somewhat.
